When 
the !!<i of the barrel was removed, two 
human feet protmded. and an exam- 
ination disclosed that the barrei con- 
Dsini-d the body of a Chinaman who 
had died of plague in Hongkong." 


Tbe bubonic plague at Canton and 


at ^hameen. which is d:>ided from 
Canton only by a narrow, uith laden 
creek, is of a much more malignant 
type than tbat which appeared lu for- 
mer years. The bubo, or swelling. In- 
stead of remaining in the armpit or 
groin, appears on any part of the 
body and, suddenly disappearlasr, re- 
appears In another part- Victims are 
found dying in the streets, so sudden 
is the attack. At F.itshan both cholera 
and plague are epidemic. Consul Mc- 
Wnde, apparently despairing of his 
ability to describe conditions, says. 
"It Is one of the dirtiest cities ia south 
China, and the filta of its streets la 
proverbial." 


The trials of a missionary In China 


are not all because of the Boxers. Rev. 
C, A. Neisoa. wbo Is stationed at Can- 
ton, reported this little incident to 
Consul JlcWade: 


"A few days ago Mrs. Nelson went
